However, the art rejections with respect to claims 1-5 and 9 are maintained for the reasons described as follow: Kitamura et al 
as shown in the 102 rejection (see Final action mailed on 11/17/2005) discloses all the limitation of claim 1 including a discharge port 
capable of forming bead having a sectional configuration in which the height is larger than 0.9 times the width by adjusting the gap of the 
slot (see column 13, lines 23-28), the nozzle (die 40) disposed parallel to the surface or substrate (see Figs 1-3); as well as the distance 
between the discharge port and the surface set to around 1.2-10 times the height of the bead overlapping the claimed range. As to the 
argument that Kitamura et al does not disclose a non-circular discharge port, it 's noted that in Kitamura et al a circular discharge port is 
not taught . 
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
